"We try to get more 
strict on the number of 
bags, and people decide 
they can’t do it and dump 
illegally instead.” 

And unless the garbage 
is removed quickly, it 
leads to more dumping, 
he says. 

Last year, the region 
picked up and investigat¬ 


ed more than 400 illegal¬ 
ly-dumped bags of gar¬ 
bage, he says, along with 
piles of tires, furniture 
and household items. 

But it’s not just house¬ 
hold garbage that’s a 
problem—construction 

can’t be put out at the 
curb, and since there is a 
fee for taking it to a land¬ 
fill site, it is to easy for 
people to find an out-of- 


the-way location to dump 
it and difficult for the 
Region to track down the 
perpetrators. 

"You almost have to 
catch them doing it,” he 
said, unless there’s a bill 
left attached somewhere, 
but that doesn’t happen 
often. And it’s very hard 
to clean up,” he says, 
pointing down to the con¬ 
struction material float¬ 
ing in the muddy ditch 


running beside Homer 
Rd., a popular spot for 
dumping. 

The area has been 
cleaned up for the launch 
of the program, and once 
clean, it tends to stay that 
way, at least for a while, 
says Burroughs. 

But as soon as there’s 
another lot of garbage 
dumped, others drive by 
and get the idea of avoid¬ 
ing landfill costs.

"And somebody’s got 
to clean it up, otherwise 
it’s not going anywhere.” 

People don’t see it as a 
crime, says Burroughs— 
hence the slogan of this 
year’s campaign on new 
signs—the message is 
that it is a crime. 

Enforcing illegal 
dumping has to go hand- 
in-hand with reducing 
curb-side limits, he said. 

There is a "phenome¬ 
nal amount” of recycling 
going on in Niagara, said 
Burroughs—that’s the 
good news side of the 

Emterra, contracted to 
handle Niagara waste, "is 
happy to do the recycling, 
and we’re all working 
together to make it hap¬ 


pen. We hope by having 
illegal dumping cleaned 
up quickly and property 
signed as a warning, peo¬ 
ple are less likely to do 

This campaign's award 
system that encourages 
people to identify hot 
spots, both municipal and 
regional, is similar to last 
year, and offers a reward 
of $200 upon conviction, 
with a $50 reward if the 
offender is identified and 
will clean up their gar- 

Without it, it’s a real 
challenge to reduce the 
dumping of construction 
material, he says. 

"We’re not trying to get 
people to turn against 
each other,” said 
Burroughs, "but 
illegal dumping 
is unsightly, and 
it’s expensive 
and difficult to 
get rid of. This 
isn’t about fin¬ 
ing people, it’s 
about changing 
their behaviour.”

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Local bylaws to exert some control over marijuana facilities

Town councillors agree 
there should be some local 
control over commercial 
marijuana operations, 
including a legislated buf¬ 
fer between greenhouses 
growing pot for medicinal 
purposes and homes, 


churches, day care centres, 
schools and playgrounds. 

The Town has given pre¬ 
liminary approval to bylaw 
changes for medicinal 
marijuana facilities regard¬ 
ing site plan controls for 
greenhouses and their 
proximity to adjacentprop- 
erties where residents may 
be negatively impacted. 

There were no com¬ 


ments from residents at a 
public meeting Monday on 
the proposed amendments 
to the zoning and site plan 
bylaws recommended by 
planning staff. 

The community and 
development advisory 
committee voted in favour 
of requiring marijuana 
greenhouses larger than 
10,000 sq. ft. to be subject 
to site plan control. 
Currently, the town’s site 
plan legislation only regu¬ 
lates greenhouses greater 
than 20,000 sq. ft. 

"This mechanism 
allows the town to hold 
financial security until all 
site works are finished and 
maintained, including mit¬ 
igation measures for noise 
and odour,” town planning 
staff reported. 

Staff also recommend¬ 
ed several requirements be 
met if the property were 
located near a sensitive 
land use area that would 
include residential proper¬ 
ties, day care centres. 


churches, schools and 
playgrounds. The marijua¬ 
na-growing facilities would 
have to be at least 70 m. 
from these properties with 
a buffer strip of land and 
additional provisions for 
security fencing. 

Coun. Jamie King said 
he has been approached 
by several residents regard¬ 
ing “the intrusion of these 
facilities” He said their 
concerns include aesthet¬ 
ics, security and the poten¬ 
tial impact on property val- 

"Time will tell how 
smoothly this federally- 
regulated business will roll 
out in our country," he 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
called the new operations 
“very viable, healthy, job- 
related businesses” and he 
said he felt that the guide¬ 
lines in the proposed bylaw 
amendments showed sen¬ 
sitivity to local residents. 

The committee’s rec¬ 
ommendation goes to 


council next week for final 
approval. 

Licences for medicinal 
marijuana facilities are 
granted by Health Canada, 


but applicants are required 
to notify the local munici¬ 
pality, police and fire 
departments about their 
proposals.

Gates returns 
to Queen’s Park 


Liberal majority 
will change 
things, MPP 
says

Celebratinghis substan¬ 
tial win in last week’s pro¬ 
vincial election, Wayne 
Gates, father of three and 
grandfather of five, enjoyed 
a great Father's Day at the 
Fort Erie race track with 
his family. 

“People came up to me 
to congratulate me, and 
told me I ran a good cam¬ 
paign. But the one com¬ 
ment I heard repeatedly 
was ‘how did we end up 
with a Liberal majority?”’ 

He says he was as sur¬ 
prised as everyone else— 
he hoped to extend his 
14-week stint as an MPP 
for Niagara Falls, Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and Fort Erie, 
after replacing Liberal Kim 
Craitor in the February 
byelection, but he didn't 
expect it would be as an 
NDP member in a Liberal 
majority government. 

“I think everyone woke 
up and wondered what 
happened. In the days 
leading up to the election, 


I really in my heart thought 
it would be a minority gov¬ 
ernment. How much this 
changes things (for the 
NDP), I guess we’ll have to 
find out.” 

His take on the election 
result is that Tim Hudak 
derailed his Conservatives 
with his promise to cut 
100,000 public sector 
jobs—too many people 
saw that as threatening 
their families. 

Tve worked with peo¬ 
ple from all three parties, 
and many Conservatives 
knew they couldn’t sup¬ 
port Bart (Maves, the PC 
candidate for Niagara 
Falls) or Tim. They didn't 
want to lose their job, they 
didn’t want to see their 
kids or grandkids lose theft 
jobs. How could they sup¬ 
port cutting 100,000 good¬ 
paying jobs?” 

The Conservatives' mil¬ 
lion jobs plan didn’t ring 
true, he said, but it was the 
job cuts that lost Hudak 
the election. 

Gates says he's “hon¬ 
oured to have this job, one 
that’s going to last longer 
than 14 months. But it will 
probably be a very differ¬ 
ent job from when we left 
Queen's Park.”

About 10 years ago, the 
brothers, identical twins, found 
cutting the grassy hill on their 
two-acre property, which slopes 
down to Four Mile Creek, was 
getting to be too much for them. 
For a while they used a rope to 
pull the lawnmower up the hill. 
They tried mowing sideways.

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Town won’t agree to new plan for Line 8 cell tower 


> Flag pole with

Town councillors have 
turned thumbs down on a 
new location chosen by 
Rogers Communications 
for a flagpole tower at Vine 


Ridge Resort on Line 8 Rd. 

In March, council had 
approved the site plan for 
the same type and size of 

entrance of the camp¬ 
ground. 

The new proposal calls 
for the 30 m. structure to 
be erected near the south¬ 
ern property line where it 
would be 110 m. closer to 
the nearest house. 

Staff reported to the 
community and develop¬ 
ment advisory committee 
Monday that while the 
tower meets zoning 


requirements, it should be 
integrated into the sur¬ 
rounding area as much as 
possible. 

“The new location plac¬ 
es the tower closer to the 
residential properties 
along the Niagara River 
Parkway and makes the 
tower more visible from 
the parkway itself,” staff 
reported. 

Coun. Jim Collard said 
the new tower is necessary 
to provide better cell phone 
coverage with less dropped 
calls, especially in emer¬ 
gency situations, “but they 


should be where we want 
them’; 

“The 30 m flag pole ... 
will stick out like a sore 
thumb,” said Coun. Jamie 
King. “It will change the 
streetscape significantly.” 

Coun. Maria Bau-Coote 
expressed concerns about 
the potential health risks 
from the telecommunica¬ 
tion signals for nearby resi¬ 
dents. She requested that 
the town write to Industry 
Canada, which regulates 
the facilities, for informa¬ 
tion on the issue. 

Rogers plans to use a 


stealth design that would 
hide all of die equipment 
and put a flag on the top of 
the pole. There is also the 
possibility that the town’s 
emergency services could 
be accommodated on the 

Staff reported that the 
Are department is working 
toward a backup for emer¬ 
gency communication. 
Currendy, if the Virgil 
water tower goes down, 
there is no 911 communi¬ 
cation available for the fire 
department. 

The committee sup¬ 


ported the staff recom¬ 
mendation that all com¬ 
ments and concerns from 
council and the public be 
forwarded to Industry 
Canada regarding the new 
location, along with a let¬ 
ter of non-concurrence 
from the town. 

Although the federal 
agency has the final say on 
where the towers will be 
located, applicants must 
consult with local govern¬ 
ment authorities prior to 
construction of new facili¬ 
ties in an effort to get their 
support in writing.

Eighteen letters object¬ 
ing to a liquor licence for 
Niagara Sunset Cruises 
may hold up the launch of 
a new business in town. 

Niagara Sunset Cruises, 
owned by Whirlpool Jet 
Boat’s John Kinney, is 
ready to set sail, but locals 
from Queenston and the 
Melville St. dock area have 
complained to the Alcohol 
and Gaming Commission 
about the company's liquor 
licence application. 

The complaints, says 
JeffKeay, of the AGCO, cite 
concerns about noise and 
disruption to the neigh¬ 
bourhood. 


Notice of the liquor 
licence application was 
posted at the Melville St. 
dock and the Queenston 
sand dock, both currently 
used by jet boats. 

During the last decade, 
two residents’ groups 
opposed the attraction, 
because of the noise and 
disruption to people living 
near the river, and 
increased traffic in the 

In the event of a signifi¬ 
cant number of objections 
which cannot be resolved 
through direct discussions 
between an applicant and 
an objector, a hearing is 
held before the Licensing 
Appeal Tribunal, which 
will make a decision on a 
licence, and which may 
include conditions, says 
Keay. 

Kinney is hoping an 
expedited hearing will be 
held soon and the AGCO 
will decide the complaints 
are "vexatious” so that the 
matter can be settied in 
time for maiden voyage of 


the sunset cruises, sched¬ 
uled for July 1. 

The new attraction is 
providingtwo-hourbrunch 
cruises and three-hour 
dinner cruises aboard the 
Niagara Belle, an 80’ long 
and 23'foot wide historic 
paddle wheeler that can 
accommodate 150 passen¬ 
gers. 

Kinney said he’s per¬ 
plexed by the objection to 
the licence application, 
filed by a "small self-ap¬ 
pointed citizens’ group 
with a history of obstruct¬ 
ing progress in the town.” 

The licensing matter 
needs to be resolved before 
the cruises can begin oper¬ 
ating, he says. 

“There’s no rationale for 
the delay,” Kinney said. 
"Niagara Sunset Cruises 
has fulfilled all of the 
Ministry of Transportation 
and AGCO requirements.” 

There are establish¬ 
ments selling liquor near 
the Melville St. dock, he 
said, and residents never 
objected to them, or to the 


many licensed events held 
every year at Navy Hall, 
where the dinner cruises 
will also dock. 

Jim Armstrong, presi¬ 
dent of the Queenston 
Residents’ Association, 
says he has not sent an 
objection representing the 


group, but several mem¬ 
bers have filed their oppo¬ 
sition to the application 
with the AGCO. 

The attraction is adver¬ 
tising charters for special 
events and parties, and 
with alcohol being con¬ 
sumed, there is concern 


about noise on the river 
and from the dock, and 
also about traffic through 
the village, says 
Armstrong. 

He too objected, he 
said, but not to the attrac¬ 
tion itself.

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Stamp launched Friday 13th 
pays tribute to Fort George ghosts

Canada Post has decid¬ 
ed to stick it to the coun¬ 
try's most famous ghosts. 

And included in its lat¬ 
est "Friday 13th” stamps 
release is a tribute to Fort 
George spooks in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake — one of the 
most haunted spots in the 

As described in a terri¬ 
fying Canada Post release, 
“due to batdes of the War 
of 1812 and their after- 
math, spirits are said to 
still be seen or heard wan¬ 
dering within its stone 

"Cold spots, crying, 
moaning and the sound of 
footsteps have all been 
reported. Tales are told of 
people having being poked 
or having their hair pulled, 
only to turn around and 


find no one there.” 

All have been docu¬ 
mented in ghost sightings 
by visitors and staff and 
various ghost walk tours. 

Fort George ghosts are 
part of a collection of five 
stamps. They are the first 
in a multi-year series that 
will recount some of 
Canada’s most riveting 
haunted tales. 

The effort is partly to 
lighten-up Canada Post’s 
image, admits Jim Phillips, 
the crown corporation's 
director of stamp services. 

“A number of people 
write to us to say, ‘we love 
your stamps'... but they’re 
pretty heavy,’” said 
Phillips. 

"There’s a lot of history 
and of course some of 
that’s our mandate.” 

Then came the idea: 
“Let’s have a little bit of fun 
with our Canadian postage 
so we kind of took that to 


One of those concepts 
was quirky giant roadside 
attractions, the other 
famous haunted stories. 

“The ghost stories are 
so interesting and every 
community seems to have 
them,” Phillips said. "And 
the designs came out really 
spooky... (just look at) 
those haunted soldiers.” 

The stamps are avail¬ 
able in booklets of 10 and 
include frights in such 
other places as Fairmont 
Le Chateau Frontenac in 
Quebec, and the burning 
ship through the 
Northumberland Strait in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

"We’re having a huge 
interest with this release," 
Phillips said. “Sales are 
really strong.” 

The stamps are in the 
standard domestic rate of 
85 cents, but can be used 
permanently for whatever 
future domestic rate is in

The problem is that 
without a Hepburn, The 
Philadelphia Story isn’t 
overly intriguing as a play. 
It can be a fairly dry eve¬ 
ning of theatre watching 
the rich and privileged try 
to find their souls for two 
and a half hours.

We meet her in a room 
full of posh wedding gifts, 
crinkling her nose at 
some of them. She has 
just returned from a rig¬ 
orous morning of horse 
riding. She’s about to 
marry equally rich busi¬ 
ness man George Kittridge 
(Thom Marriott) and, 
presumably, continue liv¬ 
ing a sheltered life. 

As someone later 
remarks, Tracy never had 
a blow that wasn't soft¬ 
ened. “She is a goddess 
without any patience for 
human imperfection,” 
offers ex-husband Dex 


(Gray Powell). 

Reality intrudes on her 
fairy tale when writer 
Macaulay Connor (Patrick 
McManus) and photogra¬ 
pher Liz Imbrie (Fiona 
Byrne) arrive as guests to 
cover the wedding for one 
of the gossip mags turn¬ 
ing their attention to the 
rich and famous. 
Unbeknownst to them, 
they’ve been given the 
exclusive as a way to kill 
another embarrassing 
story about Tracy’s father 
and his extramarital 
affair. 

Tracy’s ex shows up 
(just go with it), and sure 
enough she soon finds 
herself the object of affec¬ 
tion to three men: The 
fiancee proud of his soon-

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Lightning strike causes $1-million in damage 


The insurance estimates aren’t in, 
but Niagara-on-the-Lake Fire Chief 
Alex Burbidge says the Scott St. barn 
and contents destroyed by fire Friday 
were likely worth about $1 million. 

There were no injuries reported in 
the large bam fire that decimated a 
tender fruit packaging bam at 63 
Scott St. 

Witnesses reported hearing a loud 
crash followed by billowing smoke. 

Neighbour Jay Eaton was in his 
basement when he heard the light¬ 
ning strike. 

“The power went out. I walked out 
and there were flames everywhere. 
The entire building was Just flames,” 
he said. 

Kevin Hodges said he was driving 
over the Garden City Skyway when 
he saw the lightning strike to his 
right. 

“It was bizzare,” he said. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake Fire 
Department confirmed that the blaze 
started because of a lightning strike. 
Thirty firefighters from all four 
Niagara-on-the-Lake stations, as 
well as a pumper from Thorold, were 
on scene to batde the blaze. The last 
firefighter left at 9 p.m. Friday. 

An excavator was brought in to 
demolish what was left of the build¬ 
ing and sift through the mbble to 
make sure all hot spots were extin¬ 
guished, said Burbidge.
